For close-quarter killing, it even 
HiirpasKed some nt the Civil War 
battles, notable for their ferocity 
and savagencsft. 


Dixonites Are Happy 
But Wary Over Truce 


Well, it is over—for a time at 


least. The teletypes banged out 
the new almost constantly. It was 
a somber report, lacking the joy- 
ousness of the end of World War 
II at two ends of the world. 


Came the Associated Press sum- 


up. It read: 


"It looked like any other Sun- 


day night on most main streets 
of the nation. 


"The 
.surface was calm, hut 


underneath—in the hearts of the 
American people—there was a 
stirring. 


"Doubts tempered joy. Prayers 


replaced demonstrations. Relief 
mingled 
with 
sorrow. 
Tears 


watered cheers. 


"A truce had been signed in 


Korea. That was Sunday night's 
news. 


"Other wars had hern marked 


at their end by riotous celebra- 
tion* of Americans released from 
the tensions of sacrifice. 


"Rut there was no such re- 


lease this time." 


You recalled that you've been 


seated daily by a teletype machine 
through,, more than two years of 
truce negotiations. You had written 
countless headlines telling one dav 
of a brighter hope of a truce, and 
the next of some breakdown in the 
talks. 


You

write them anymore. You felt al- 
most like a man being led about 
by the nose, at the mercy of Com- 
munist whims. Stop and start, stop 
and start. Off and on, off and on.

A general flavor of happi- 


ness seasoned with a touch of 
"watchful waiting" seemed to 
be the attitude of Dixon resi- 
dents today regarding the 
signing Sunday of a Korean 
truce. 


In answer to a phone sur- 


vey conducted by The Eve- 
ning Telegraph, the consen- 
sus, with a few exceptions, 
favored the end of open war- 
fare. 
But attitudes on the 


merits of the truce from a 
long-range viewpoint varied. 


Last n-ght, many persons pa- 


raded Dixon's streets in cars cele- 
brating the truce. Sirens sounded, 
horns blared, and bells clanged 
when it was announced that fight- 
ing would stop. 


However, when contacted today, 


most residents answering the spot 
check on truce .reaction, replied 
soberly, wondering what the future 
held. 


"SaildrM, Thing" 
, 


Col. John Earle, fire prevention 


consultant, 302 East Boyd St., said 
the truce was the "saddest- thing 
that ever happened." 


Earle contended America lost 


face with the Asiatics and in a 
year, the United States will be 
mixed up in "another mess." 


When the next "mess" starts, 


this country won't even have the 
backing of Japan," which can only 
look at the truce as a complete 
backdown of America, he added.

A hush fell suddenly across the 


battlefield 12 hours after the truce 
was signed. But almost until the 
final minute Communist and Al- 
lied guns roared in thunderous bar- 
rages. The shooting halted official- 
ly at 10 p.m. (8 a.m. CDT;. 


The two generals signed in 10 


minutes a document that was 2 
years and 17 days in the writing. 


Hardly had they completed the 


signing when these ominous, clash- 
ing warnings were sounded: 


Boasts Victory 


The Chinese Red Pciping radio 


boasted that the Communists had 
won "a 
glorious victory" and 


cautioned Red soldiers to remain 
"highly vigilant and guard against 
any disruptive actions from the 
other side." 


XJ. N. Commander Gen. Mark 


Clark told his troops flatly there 
will be no "immediate or even 
early 
withdrawal" 
from 
Korea 


and declared that the U. N. is 
staying on—"a reminder to the 
enemy and his emissaries that our 
might and power stand behind the 
pledges of the United Nations to 
defend 
the 
Republic of Korea 


against any aggressor." 


Prelude To War 


South Korean 
President Syng- 


man Rhcc declared against his con- 
viction that the armistice "will 
prove to be the prelude to more 
war . , . more 
suffering and 


ruin . . . further Communist ad- 
vances hy war and subversion." 
He said South Korea would not 
disturb the truce of "a limited 
time" while a political conference 
tries to unify 
the country and 


work out plans for withdrawal of 
Chinese Communist forces 
from 


the North. 


The fith Army commander, Con. 


Maxwell D. Taylor, said the armis- 
tice was "just a suspension of 
hostilities, which may or may not 
be 
preparatory 
to 
permanent 


fioace." 


And in Washington, 
President 


Eisenhower welcomed the armi- 
stice with thanksgiving but warned 
that "we may not now relax our 
guard nor cease our quest."

—at 10 o'clock" Patton decides, 
and he puts the bottle carefully 
in an old ammunition box under- 
neath his field telephone and the 
mud-stained battle map. 


"Thank you very much," he

News Relayed 


I am invited into the tiny bunker 


and 
the 
small 
group 
gathers 


around as the news is relayed to 
other company positions and out- 
posts on the field telephone. 


I have come back to Item Com- 


pany at a terrible moment. Only 
two hours before, in a tragedy al- 
most beyond bearing in the last 
hours of the war. two rounds of 
American artillery have landed by 
accident in the middle of the com- 
pany. In two seconds a sergeant 
was dead and 10 other men were 
wounded, some very seriously. 


Just the night before, this'com- 


pany 
and 
King Company, 
its 


neighbor, fought back a savage 
Chinese attack that was launched 


with 5,000 rounds of Communist 
shellfire. 


Now these men are told that the 


war is over—except that they must 
go through one more night of fear 
and terror on this hill position, 
less than a mile from Chinese 
lines. 


Hear Shelling 


The "krrrgump!" of a Chinese 


shell resounds from the hill where 
Love Company is waiting across 
the valley to our left. 


"We'll stay in our holes tonight 


and pray to God we make St. It 
makes a man want to pray—makes 
him want 10 cry and it was one 
of our own goddammed rounds that 
got the guys today. We had to po- 
lice up 11 men today—all at the 
last moment. I don't think it was 
the gunners' fault. Maybe it was 


just some bad ammunition," said 
Ippolito. 


The phrase "police up" is new 


Army slang the way Ippolito uses 
it. It always did mean "tidy up" 
but here it means gathering up the 
possessions of a dead or wounded 
comrade. A pile of those posses- 
sions is lying on the ammunition 
box beside 
the field 
telephone. 


There is a fountain pen. a New 
Testament, dog tag. a watch, and 
a few old letters from home.

Population Increase 


As the days roll by, more and more of us get a feeling 


of being pressed in upon. It's common to blame this on the 
tensions of the cold war. the frustrations of the unsettled 
Jittle wars, the strain of the high cost of living. 


No doubt all these things contribute. But we don't have 


to look to such mental harassments for the whole answer. 
For, in fact, we are being subjected to more and more actual 
physical pressures all the time.

They come from population increases, and everything 


that follows in their train. From the last official census on 
April 1.1950. to June 1 of this year, the U. S. population has 
shot up an astounding 8,341,000, according to federal esti- 
mates. 


If this pace were to be maintained until the noxt regular 


census in 1960, the decade's gain would be upwards of 25,- 
000,000. Most population experts still arc gasping from the 
19.575.000 increase that took place in the past 10 years. Dur- 
ing the previous decade, the rise was just a bit over 9.000.000 


So today's 160,000.000 may be 175,000,000 in another 


oA^nnXn3™' Some. of the guessers have been talking about 
200.000.000 at the turn of the century, but unless the rate 
of increase slackens materially, that figure may seem a trifle 
silly when the time arrives. 


The point of it is that we seem to be in the midst of a 


veritable population revolution. Since most of the gains are 
reflected in the country's great cities, these are literally over- 
run with people. 


Walk the streets of New York, Chicago and many an- 


other metropolis on any business day and you feel like a chip 
in a millrace. Get in your car—but why tell that familiar

WASHINGTON (.^-President Eisenhower hailed the Korean truce 


signing Sunday night with a prayer of thanksgiving but solemnly de- 
ctared. 
We have won an armistice on a single battleground-nof peace 
in the world.

"\Ve may not relax our guard 


nor cease our quest." he said in a 
nationwide television and radio ad- 
dress an hour after the truce was 
sealed at Panmunjom. ending the 
37 months' war. 


Wears Happy Smile 


A_few moments before he xvent 


on the air from the White House, 
the President—a happy smile on 
his face—made a remark which 
undoubtedly was being echoed by 
hundreds of thousands of other 
parents all over America. 


"I'm glad this war is over." he 


said quietly, "and I hope my son 
is coming home soon." 


His son. Army Maj. John Eisen- 


hower, has been on active duty in 
Korea since last July. The only 
break in his service was a brief 
return to the United States when 
he traveled to Washington to at- 
tend his father's inauguration. 


In his TV-radio address over all 


networks, the President started by 
saying: 


"Tonight we greet, with prayers 


of thanksgiving, the official news 
that an armistice was signed al- 
most an hour ago in Korea." 


Peace in Korea has been the 


President's main objective. He 
pledged during the campaign he 
would work unceasingly for it. He 
traveled to the battlefront shortly 
after he was elected in November 
in an effort to find a way to end 
the hostilities. 


Tone Is Solemn 


Speaking from a prepared text 


he seemed to know partly by 
heart, the President talked in sol- 
emn tones throughout the broad- 
cast, which lasted just over five 
minutes. The text was hand-letter- 
ed on large cards placed before 
him. 


Eisenhower said that for the 


United States the cost of repelling 
aggression in Korea has been high. 


"In thousands of homes it has 


been incalculable." he added. "It 
has been paid in terms of trag- 
edy."

Then he expressed the sorrow 


and gratitude of a nation whose 
loved ones were "called upon to 
lay down their lives in that faroff 
land to prove once again that only 
courage and sacrifice can keep 
freedom alive upon the earth." 


America renews her pledge of 


"lasting devotion and care" to the 
widows and orphans of the Korean 
conflict, as well as to the wounded 
veterans, Eisenhower added. 


Turning then to the American 


prisoners of war held by the Com- 
munists, he said: 


"The swift return of all of them 


will bring joy to thousands of fam- 
ilies. It will be evidence of good 
faith on the part of those with 
whom we'have signed this armi- 
stice." 


Urges Caution 


The President then underscored 


with this statement his word of 


ca at this time than any other 
words ever spoken or written. Said 
Lincoln, as the end of the Civil 
War neared: 


"With malice toward none; with 


charity for all; with firmness in 
the right as God gives us to see 
the right, let us strive on to finish 
the work we are in ... 
to do all 


which may achieve and cherish a 
just and lasting peace, among our- 
selves, and with all nations."

A spokesman for the commission 


said the Allied members would 
meet with the Communist members 
for the first time at Panmunjom 
Tuesday. 


The first big task ahead in the 


armistice is the exchange of pris- 
oners. These included 3,313 Ameri- 
cans and about 8.000 South Ko- 
reans and 1,000 from other Allied 
nations held by the Reds, and 74.- 
000 North Korean and Red Chinese 
held by the U. N. Command. 


Quick Exchange 


The exchange of prisoners who

Stop* Killing 


A true* stops the killing—tempo-

and resources. 


So the two main reasons for a 


cease-fire are an end to the killing 
and a vague hope for the future. 
The Eisenhower and Truman ad- 
ministrations were both willing to 
take a. chance on it. 


There were some practical con- 


siderations, as well as the moral 
compulsion to have lives, in seek- 
ing a truce and. in the respite 
following, to seek peaceful solu- 
tions of world problems. 


It is out of such a moral res- 


ervoir—a conviction that they had 
taken every reasonable and hu- 
mane course to avoid war—that the 
American people can find strength 
and fury for a big war if it comes. 


Might Lose Power 


There is a grim possibility, of 


course, that, through Communist 
expansion 
short of war and a 


breakup in the alliances between 
the -United States and its friends, 
this country might never again be 
as strong as it is now for waging 
world war. 


Should history show this truce 


was a tragic mistake by the Eisen- 
hower and Truman administrations, 
both, no doubt, will get blamed for 
it. There is already pessimism in 
this country about the value of the 
truce.
